Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 5th instant, in relation to an error in depositing in the 
Treasury your charges for the month of April, in which you state that while regretting the 
mistake of the Deposit Clerk you regret much more the tone of my letter and the reflection 
contained therein upon the accuracy of rendering your accounts. 


In reply I would state that I have carefully perused the letter which I wrote you and I fail 
to find any reference whatever to your accounts or any complaint of any inaccuracy existing in 
them. The error spoken of was in relation to depositing in the Treasury erroneously moneys 
collected. I called your special attention to it for the reason that on four different occasions 
within the space of thirteen months the charges at your institution have been erroneously 
deposited. I refer you to my letters of May 12th, August Ist and September 15th, 1882, and your 
replies of May 13th and August 2d. 


It is required that money to go to the credit of an appropriation shall be deposited 
separately from money covered as a miscellaneous earning, as the two amounts are covered into 
the Treasury upon different forms of Warrant. 


In view of these facts I do not think that there was any severity or impropriety in the tone 
of my letter of the 4th instant in calling your special attention to the importance of depositing 
these amounts correctly, and I would repeat the suggestion contained in my letter of August 3, 
1882, that in order to prevent errors of this kind you 


“imstruct your Cashier to compare the 
“amounts to be deposited in the 
“Treasury each month with the footings 
“of the abstract sheets, before making 
“the deposits.”
